In order to help to detennine my status to assess fees, you should know that I am an individual seeking 

infOrmation for personal use only, and ask that a waver be considered as this information is being 

requested in an effort to bring closure to my family sixty four years after my uncle's suicide. 

Disclosure of the requested information to me is in the private interest of my family because it is likely to 

contnbute significantly to our understanding of the operations or activities of the government during the 

time my uncle, Wallace Forrester was enlisted with the Navy.
